It tells tragically of failure and 


defeat; and it speaks eloquently of the 


stirrings of nobler impulses, 
and 
the 


striv ings of worthier ideals of life and 


manhood that will not die. 


We need something more than the 


flare of high spirited resolv es and well 


intentioned pledges declared once each 


twelv emonth and then quickly forgot­ 


ten. 
We need one glowing purpose, 


like a burning passion, 
to 
guide 
us 


down across the y ears to its shining 


goal. 
Without this, our liv es are aim­ 


less, wandering, partial, unsatisfactory . 


There 
must 
be this dominant 
one 


thing“ of the tex t. 
Our resolv es, to be 


potent, must be akin to this of St. 


Paul’s. 


The spirit o f all worthy purpose is 


a spirit that is ready to forget some 


things, “ the things which are behind.” 


The success and happiness of the y ear 


19 31 for each o f us is going to depend, 


in large measure, upon our ability to do 


this. We need, first of all, to forget our 


mistakes and blunders. We do not al­ 


way s act wisely ; we hav e all play ed the 


fool at times. To permit the follies and 


failures o f day s that are past to hang 


upon us like dead weights, hindering 


our progress, killing hope, an d dragging 


us down to worse defeat, is the worst 


folly of all. 
We must cast th em o ff if 


we are to make the most o f th e co min g 


y ear. 


Then, in a v ery large sense, we must 


forget our losses, our misfortunes and 


sorrows. 
We cannot afford to leav e 


our hearts in the closed grav es of y ester­ 


y ear.

MacDowell 
easily 
rem ains one of the m ost interest­ 
ing and Individual personalities to 
have contributed to this country’s 
musical progress during the past 
half century. 
He stands a t the 
head of America’s gift to musical 
literature, 
and 
his 
accom plish­ 
ments were far-reaching, although 
his genius was blighted by a cruel 
fate Just as it flowered

MacDowell

Scotch Irish parentage, inheriting j
